AID  TAX  ACT.” 

June  22nd,  1948. 

"DURSUANT  to  the  “  Social  Security  and 
T  Municipal  Aid  Tax  Act,”  His  Honour  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been 
pleased  to  make  the  following  regulations: — 

SOCIAL  SECURITY  AND  MUNICIPAL 
AID  TAX  ACT  REGULATIONS. 


1.  Title. 

1.  These  regulations  may  be  cited  as  the 
“  Social  Security  and  Municipal  Aid  Tax  Act 
Regulations.” 

2.  Interpretation. 

2-1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires,  section  2  of  the  Act  shall 
apply. 

2-2.  “Act  ”  means  “  Social  Security  and  Mu¬ 
nicipal  Aid  Tax  Act.” 

2-3.  The  following  expressions  when  used' 
either  in  the  Act  or  in  these  regulations  shall 
have  the  meaning  as  assigned  herein. 

2-4.  “  Food  products  ”  includes  cereals  and 
cereal  products,  milk  and  milk  products,  meat 
and  meat  products,  fish  and  fish  products,  eggs 
and  egg  products,  spices  and  salt,  sugar  and 
sugar  products  other  than  candy  and  confec¬ 
tions,  coffee  and  coffee  substitutes,  tea,  cocoa 
and  cocoa  products  other  than  candy  and  con¬ 
fections,  but  does  not  include  spirituous,  malt, 
or  vinous  liquors,  soft  drinks,  sodas,  or  bever¬ 
ages  such  as  are  ordinarily  dispensed  at  bars 
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and  soda-fountains  or  in  connection  therewith, 
medicines,  tonics,  and  preparations  in  liquid, 
powdered,  granular,  tablet,  capsule,  lozenge, 
and  pill  form  sold  as  dietary  supplements  or 
adjuncts. 

“  Soft  drinks  ”  means  non-alcoholic  bever¬ 
ages  consisting  of  flavouring  and  (or)  sweeten¬ 
ing  and  carbonated  water,  and  shall  include 
soda,  sparkling,  and  mineral  waters,  whether 
sold  in  bottles  or  by  the  glass  and  whether  they 
are  manufactured  or  prepared  at  soda- 
fountains. 

Drinks  prepared  with  fruit-juice,  such  as 
orangeade,  lemonade,  etc.,  are  soft  drinks  and 
subject  to  the  tax. 

Where  soft  drinks,  sodas,  or  beverages  are 
served  as  a  composite  part  of  a  prepared  meal, 
they  shall  be  considered  as  part  thereof. 

2-5.  “  Premises  ”  means  the  entire  building, 
tent,  or  other  structure,  together  with  con¬ 
tiguous  lands  or  any  lands  whether  enclosed  or 
not,  in  or  on  any  part  of  which  the  vendor  by 
permission,  licence,  grant,  privilege,  or  by  any 
other  right  whatsoever  makes  sales. 

In  business  blocks,  apartments,  or  other 
buildings  in  which  separate  and  distinct  rooms 
and  apartments  are  owned,  leased,  or  occupied 
by  more  than  one  tenant,  such  separate  and 
distinct  rooms  or  apartments  shall  constitute 
separate  premises. 

2-6.  “  Boarding-house  ”  means  an  establish¬ 
ment  regularly  serving  meals  on  the  average 
to  five  or  more  paying  guests.  A  person  fur¬ 
nishing  meals  on  the  average  to  fewer  than 
five  paying  guests  is  not  considered  to  be  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  business  of  selling  meals  at  retail. 

2-7.  Parts  for  farm  implements,  farm  ma¬ 
chinery,  horse-drawn  vehicles,  and  farm  trac¬ 
tors  means  and  includes  such  parts,  repairs, 
and  accessories  as  are  specially  designed  for 
the  manufacture,  repair,  and  replacement 
thereof,  but  does  not  include  items  of  tangible 
personal  property  suitable  for  parts  by  reason 
only  of  the  general  nature  of  their  design  and 
manufacture. 

2-8.  A  “  bona-fide  farmer  ”  means  a  person 
holding  a  farm-land  classification  under  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Taxation  Act.” 

2-9.  A  “  bona-fide  commercial  fisherman  ” 
means  a  person  whose  principal  means  of  live¬ 
lihood  is  the  catching  of  fish  for  human  con¬ 
sumption.  The  possession  of  a  commercial  fish¬ 
erman’s  licence  is  not  prima-facie  evidence  of 
this  status. 

2-10.  “  Natural  water  ”  includes  water  which 
has  been  treated  for  the  control  of  impurities 
in  the  interests  of  public  health,  and  ice. 

2-11.  “  Telephone  services  ”  shall  not  include 
long-distance  services  or  toll  charges. 

2-12.  “  Medicaments  ”  includes  X-ray  pic¬ 
tures. 

2-13.  “  Railway  rolling-stock  ”  includes  roll¬ 
ing-stock  operating  on  street-railways  and 
interurban  lines,  but  does  not  include  trolley¬ 
buses,  diesel  or  gasoline  buses,  or  other  forms 
of  common  carriei's. 

2-14.  “  Use  ”  includes  storage,  and  includes 
the  exercise  of  any  right  or  power  over  tan¬ 
gible  personal  property  incident  to  the  owner¬ 
ship  of  that  property,  except  that  it  does  not 
include  the  sale  of  that  property  at  a  retail 
sale. 

“  Storage  ”  includes  any  keeping  or  retention 
in  this  Province  for  any  purpose  except  retail 
sale  or  subsequent  use  outside  this  Province  of 
tangible  personal  property  purchased  from  a 
vendor. 

“  Use  ”  and  “  storage  ”  shall  not  include  the 
keeping,  retaining,  or  exercising  of  any  right 
or  power  over  tangible  personal  property 
shipped  or  brought  into  the  Province  for  the 
purpose  of  subsequently  transporting  it  out¬ 
side  the  Province  for  use  thereafter  solely  out¬ 
side  the  Province,  or  for  the  purpose  of  being- 
processed,  fabricated,  or  manufactured  into, 
attached  to,  or  incorporated  into  other  tangible 


personal  property  to  be  transported  outside  of 
the  Province  and  thereafter  used  solely  outside 
the  Province. 

2-15.  “  Insecticides  ”  includes  disinfectants. 

2-16.  “  Dentist  ”  means  a  person  legally 
qualified  and  entitled  to  practise  the  profession 
of  dentistry  in  the  Province. 

2-17.  “  Physician  ”  means  a  legally  qualified 
medical  practitioner. 

2-18.  “  Prescription  ”  means  a  formula  or 
direction  given  by  a  physician,  a  dentist,  or  a 
veterinarian  of  a  remedy  for  or  as  treatment 
for  a  disease  or  disorder,  prescribing  the  in¬ 
gredients  with  or  without  the  method  of  using. 

2-19.  “  Veterinarian  ”  means  a  person  duly 
qualified  and  registered  under  the  “  Veterinary 
Act.” 

2- 20.  “  Optometrist  ”  means  a  person  author¬ 
ized  to  practise  optometry  under  the  provisions 
of  the  “  Optometry  Act.” 

3.  Application  of  Tax. 

3- 1.  In  the  case  of  transactions  held  by  the 
Commissioner  to  be  in  lieu  of  transfer  of  title, 
exchange,  or  barter,  the  tax  shall  be  calculated 
on  the  rental  price  of  all  tangible  personal 
property  which  is  leased  or  rented  instead  of 
sold,  and  such  tax  shall  be  collected  at  the  time 
of  payment  of  the  rental  price. 

3-2.  The  expression  “  as  part  of  one  trans¬ 
action,”  occurring  in  section  3  (6)  of  the  Act, 
shall  not  include  a  transaction  or  transactions 
where  several  articles  are  purchased  from  dif¬ 
ferent  departments  of  the  same  vendor. 

3-3.  In  the  case  of  periodicals,  newspapers, 
and  other  similar  publications,  where  the  price 
of  a  single  copy  is  less  than  fifteen  cents  and 
therefore  not  taxable,  subscriptions  to  the  same 
shall  also  be  exempt  from  the  tax. 

3-4.  When  a  vendor  purchases  tangible  per¬ 
sonal  property  which  he  alleges  is  for  purposes 
of  resale,  he  shall  supply  the  person  selling- 
such  tangible  personal  property  with  the  num¬ 
ber  of  his  registration  certificate,  and  this 
number  shall  be  noted  on  the  invoice  and  in 
the  seller’s  books  and  all  other  records  kept 
in  connection  with  the  sale  so  made.  Failure 
to  furnish  such  a  number  shall  make  payment 
of  the  tax  necessary,  and  recovery  may  be 
made  in  accordance  with  subsection  (2)  of 
section  3  of  the  Act;  provided,  however,  that 
prior  to  the  first  registration  under  the  Act  the 
seller  may  supply  tangible  personal  property 
to  a  vendor  who,  in  his  opinion  and  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  where  he 
deems  it  necessary,  is  purchasing  for  resale 
and  not  for  consumption  or  use  without  the 
notation  of  a  registration  certificate  number. 
Where  a  vendor  purchases  tangible  personal 
property  for  consumption  or  use  in  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  his  business,  he  shall  pay  the  tax  on 
such  tangible  personal  property,  unless  in  pos¬ 
session  of  the  special  registration  certificate  as 
provided  in  Regulation  4-7. 

3-5.  Where  a  person  selling  tangible  per¬ 
sonal  property  to  a  person  claiming  the  pur¬ 
chase  is  not  taxable  under  the  Act  is  not  satis¬ 
fied  as  to  the  legitimacy  of  the  claim,  he  shall 
require  the  person  to  pay  the  tax.  The  pur¬ 
chaser  may  apply  to  the  Minister,  who,  on 
receipt  of  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  tax 
should  not  have  been  paid,  shall  grant  a 
refund. 

3-6.  A  vendor  who  resells  tangible  personal 
property  before  making  any  use  thereof  (other 
than  retention,  demonstration,  or  display  while 
holding  it  for  sale  in  the  regular  course  of 
business)  may  apply  for  a  refund  under  sec¬ 
tion  3  (2)  of  the  Act  upon  production  of  satis¬ 
factory  evidence  that  the  tax  was  wrongly 
paid.  The  refund  shall  be  made  upon  receipt 
of  satisfactory  evidence  by  the  Commissioner 
in  the  form  provided  for  such  purpose.  This 
procedure  should  be  used  in  any  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  circumstances: — 
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(a)  The  vendor,  when  making  the  purchase, 
intends  to  use  the  property  rather  than 
resell  it,  but  later  resells  it  before  mak¬ 
ing  any  use  thereof : 

(b)  The  particular  property  is  of  a  kind 
not  ordinarily  sold  or  stocked  by  the 
vendor  and  not  customarily  covered  by 
resale  certificates  given  to  his  suppliers 
and  is  the  subject  of  an  unusual  sale, 
such  as  a  sale  for  the  accommodation 
of  a  customer,  employee,  etc.: 

(c)  The  particular  property  is  generally  for 
the  consumption  or  use  of  the  vendor, 
but  a  small  portion  is  incidentally 
resold : 

(d)  Through  error,  tax  is  paid  by  the  ven¬ 
dor  with  respect  to  the  purchase  price 
of  property  purchased  for  resale  in  the 
regular  course  of  business. 

3-7.  Wood,  when  used  as  fuel,  is  exempt 
from  the  application  of  the  tax. 

3- 8.  Draught  beer,  when  sold  by  the  glass 
on  licensed  premises,  is  exempt  from  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  the  tax. 

4.  Registration. 

4- 1.  Where  a  vendor  carries  on  business  at 
more  than  one  place,  he  shall  obtain  a  regis¬ 
tration  certificate  in  respect  of  each  individual 
place  of  business.  The  registration  certificate 
shall  be  displayed  in  a  prominent  place  on  the 
premises ;  provided  that  in  cases  where  a 
vendor  has  no  fixed  place  of  business  in  the 
Province,  he  shall  keep  his  certificate  on  his 
person  at  all  times  while  doing  business  and 
produce  it  upon  request  to  a  purchaser  or  a 
duly  authorized  representative  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner. 

4-2.  Where  agents  make  sales  on  behalf  of 
a  principal  and  do  not  have  any  fixed  place 
of  business,  a  registration  certificate  shall  be 
obtained  for  each  agent.  In  such  cases,  the 
agent  shall  keep  the  certificate  on  his  person 
at  all  times  while  doing  business  and  produce 
it  upon  request  to  a  purchaser  or  a  duly 
authorized  representative  of  the  Commissioner. 

4-3.  Where  a  vendor  changes  his  address, 
he  shall  forthwith  return  his  registration  cer¬ 
tificate  to  the  Commissioner  for  amendment. 

4-4.  Where  a  vendor  changes  the  name  or 
nature  of  his  business,  he  shall  forthwith  re¬ 
turn  his  registration  certificate  to  the  Com¬ 
missioner  and  apply  for  a  new  one. 

4-5.  Where  a  vendor  ceases  to  carry  on  busi¬ 
ness  in  respect  of  which  a  registration  certifi¬ 
cate  has  been  issued,  the  certificate  shall  there¬ 
upon  be  void  and  he  shall  return  the  same  to 
the  Commissioner  within  fifteen  days  of  the 
date  of  discontinuance. 

4-6.  Where  a  registration  certificate  is  lost 
or  destroyed,  application  shall  immediately  be 
made  to  the  Commissioner  for  a  copy  of  the 
original. 

4-7.  (1)  Merchandise  'purchased  for  Resale. 
— Holders  of  registration  certificates  shall  use 
the  registration  certificate  numbers  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  Regulation  3-4  to  purchase,  free  of 
tax,  merchandise  for  resale  purposes  or  mer¬ 
chandise  which  will  become  part  of  tangible 
personal  property  intended  for  resale  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  section  5,  clause  (h),  of  the  Act. 

Such  persons  shall  at  the  time  of  each 
purchase  quote  their  registration  certificate 
number.  Persons  not  required  to  collect  tax 
on  tangible  personal  property  sold  to  holders 
of  registration  certificates  shall  justify  the 
non-collection  of  the  tax  by  showing  on  their 
invoices  the  numbers  of  the  registration  certifi¬ 
cates  of  the  purchasers  to  whom  the  tangible 
personal  property  was  sold  free  of  tax.  In 
case  of  doubt  as  to  the  purpose  for  which  the 
merchandise  is  purchased  by  the  holder  of  a 
vendor’s  certificate,  manufacturers,  wholesal¬ 
ers,  distributers,  and  all  vendors  may  require  a 
written  confirmation  from  the  purchaser  to  the 
effect  that  the  merchandise  purchased  under 


the  registration  number  is  for  resale  purposes 
or  further  incorporation  into  other  merchan¬ 
dise  for  resale  purposes. 

In  the  event  of  the  purchaser  not  being  in 
possession  of  a  vendor’s  registration  certificate, 
in  order  to  obtain  the  tangible  personal  prop¬ 
erty  tax  free  to  be  in  accordance  with  the 
purposes  as  stated  above,  he  shall  supply  the 
person  selling  the  tangible  personal  property 
with  a  certificate  in  the  form  following: —

do  hereby  certify  that  I  do  not  hold  a  vendor’s  registra¬ 
tion  certificate  issued  pursuant  to  section  4  (1)  of  the 
“  Social  Security  and  Municipal  Aid  Tax  Act  ”  and  that 
the  tangible  personal  property  described  herein,  which  I 

shall  purchase  from . . 

will  be  resold  or  will  become  part  of  tangible  personal 
property  for  resale  purposes.  I  further  state  that  in  the 
event  that  such  property  is  used  for  any  purpose  other 
than  that  as  stated  herein,  I  will  remit  the  tax  due  under 
the  Act.

As  an  alternative  to  the  use  of  the  above 
certificate,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  dis¬ 
tributers,  and  all  vendors  may,  on  application 
to  the  Commissioner,  obtain  permission  to  use 
a  rubber  stamp  substantially  in  the  form  fol¬ 
lowing: —

This  stamp  must  be  placed  on  all  copies  of 
invoices,  etc.,  where  applicable  and  signed  on 
behalf  of  the  manufacturer,  wholesaler,  dis¬ 
tributer,  or  vendor  allowing  the  exemption. 

Every  person  who  is  the  agent  of  the  Minis¬ 
ter  under  section  6  of  the  Act  shall,  in  accept¬ 
ing  the  certificate  or  allowing  an  exemption, 
satisfy  himself  that  the  claim  is  legitimate  and 
the  requirements  of  the  Act  are  being  fulfilled. 
Holders  of  registration  certificates  who  utilize 
their  registration  number  to  purchase,  free  of 
tax,  merchandise  that  ultimately  is  not  resold 
or  incorporated  into  other  merchandise  for 
resale  purposes,  but  is  consumed  or  used  in  the 
course  of  their  business,  shall  show  on  their 
monthly  returns  the  value  of  such  property 
and  shall  remit  the  tax  due  as  soon  as  the  same 
is  so  used  or  consumed. 

(2)  Merchandise  purchased  for  Consumption 
or  Use. — No  holder  of  a  registration  certificate 
shall  use  his  certificate  to  purchase,  free  of 
tax,  merchandise  of  which  he  is  the  ultimate 
consumer  or  user. 

Manufacturers,  wholesalers,  distributers, 
and  all  vendors  shall  collect  the  tax  when  they 
sell  tangible  personal  property  for  the  ultimate 
consumption  or  use  of  the  purchaser. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  holders  of  regis¬ 
tration  certificates,  the  number  of  which  is 
identified  bv  the  prefix  “  7,”  and  vendors  of 
this  type  filing  a  consolidated  return  whose 
certificates  are  identified  by  the  prefix  “  8,” 
may  use  their  registration  certificates  to 
purchase,  free  of  tax,  merchandise  for  resale 
purposes  and  merchandise  of  which  they  are 
the  ultimate  consumers  or  users.  These  hold¬ 
ers  of  registration  certificates  will  declare, 
through  the  medium  of  their  monthly  tax 
returns,  the  value  of  the  merchandise  pur¬ 
chased  for  their  own  consumption  or  use  and 
will  remit  direct  to  the  Minister  the  tax  due  on 
such  purchases.  In  the  case  of  purchases 
made  outside  the  Province,  the  tax  shall  be 
remitted  to  the  Minister  along  with  all  in¬ 
voices,  etc.,  in  accordance  with  subsection  (3) 
of  section  3  of  the  Act  and  section  5-10  of  the 
regulations  upon  receipt  of  such  tangible  per¬ 
sonal  property  delivered  within  the  Province. 
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5.  Returns  and  Records. 

5-1.  (a)  The  Commissioner  may  at  any  time 
require  a  return  of  retail  sales  of  tangible 
personal  property  and  tax  collected  by  any 
person  selling  tangible  personal  property,  such 
return  to  cover  any  period  or  periods. 

(b)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsection 
(a),  unless  otherwise  provided,  all  vendors 
shall  make  separate  monthly  returns  to  the 
Commissioner.  However,  the  first  return 
under  this  section  shall  be  made  for  the  two- 
month  period  first  following  the  coming  into 
force  of  the  Act. 

5-2.  The  returns  by  vendors  shall  be  made 
to  the  Commissioner  at  the  end  of  the  report- 
able  period,  but  not  later  than  twenty  days 
after  the  last  day  of  each  period. 

5-3.  A  separate  return  shall  be  made  for 
each  place  of  business  unless  a  consolidated 
return  has  been  approved  by  the  Commissioner. 
In  cases  where  a  consolidated  return  has  been 
approved,  the  account  number  will  be  allotted 
the  prefix  “  9,”  except  in  those  cases  under 
Regulation  4-7  (2)  where  vendors  of  this  type 
making  consolidated  returns  will  be  allotted 
the  prefix  “  8.” 

5-4.  If  a  vendor  during  the  preceding  period 
has  collected  no  tax,  he  shall  nevertheless  make 
a  report  to  that  effect  on  the  prescribed  return 
form. 

5-5.  When  a  vendor  disposes  of  or  discon¬ 
tinues  his  business,  he  shall,  not  later  than 
fifteen  days  thereafter,  advise  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  the  particulars  and  submit  his  regis¬ 
tration  certificate  for  cancellation  and  make  a 
return  for  the  period  unreported. 

5-6.  Vendors  shall  report  in  the  authorized 
returns,  and  shall  pay  tax  in  respect  of  all 
items  of  tangible  personal  property  purchased 
or  taken  out  of  stock  by  themselves  for  their 
own  consumption  or  use,  and  shall  collect  tax 
from  their  employees  in  respect  of  tangible 
personal  property  supplied  to  them  out  of 
stock  where  such  have  not  been  included  as 
a  retail  sale. 

5-7.  All  persons  other  than  vendors  who  sell 
tangible  personal  property  shall  immediately 
report  the  sale  to  the  Commissioner  and  remit 
the  tax  thereon,  including  all  items  of  tangible 
personal  property  purchased  tax  free  or  taken 
out  of  stock  by  themselves  for  their  own  con¬ 
sumption  or  use,  and  shall  collect  tax  from 
their  employees  in  respect  of  tangible  personal 
property  supplied  to  them  out  of  stock  where 
such  have  not  otherwise  been  reported. 

In  addition,  all  persons  who  solicit  orders 
for  the  sale  of  tangible  personal  property,  the 
consumption  or  use  of  which  is  taxable  under 
the  Act,  shall  file  returns  concerning  such  sales 
with  the  Commissioner.  Such  returns  shall  be 
filed  immediately  after  the  end  of  each  month, 
and  in  no  case  later  than  twenty  days  after 
the  close  of  the  reportable  period.  The  returns 
shall  contain  the  following  information: — 

(a)  The  name  and  address  of  each  pur¬ 
chaser  from  whom  an  order  is  taken: 

( b )  The  description  and  sales  price  of  the 
tangible  personal  property  sold  or  to 
be  sold  pursuant  to  such  order: 

(c)  The  date  upon  which  the  order  is  taken: 

( d )  The  date  as  nearly  as  can  be  determined 
at  which  the  tangible  personal  property 
is  to  be  delivered  to  the  purchaser. 

5-8.  The  Minister  may  make  an  allowance 
to  vendors  for  their  services  in  collecting  and 
forwarding  the  tax  to  the  Province  equal  to 
three  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  the  tax 
collected;  provided,  however,  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Commissioner,  the  Minister 
may  disallow  the  remuneration  in  case  the 
return  is  not  filed  within  the  time  permitted 
under  the  regulations. 

5-9.  The  amount  of  the  tax  collected  as 
shown  by  the  return,  less  authorized  deduc¬ 
tions,  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Commissioner 
at  Victoria,  except  in  those  cases  where  pay¬ 
ment  is  made  direct  to  a  person  appointed  by 


the  Commissioner,  who  shall  issue  an  interim 
receipt.  Remittance  shall  be  made  by  cheque, 
bank,  express,  or  postal  money-order;  postal 
note ;  or  cash. 

5-10.  (a)  Every  person  other  than  a  vendor 
liable  to  pay  tax  under  provisions  of  subsection 
(3)  of  section  3  of  the  Act  shall  make  a  return 
to  the  Commissioner  on  the  form  provided  for 
such  purpose,  or  in  such  other  form  as  may  be 
satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner. 

( b )  In  the  case  of  a  vendor,  returns  under 
this  regulation  shall  be  made  at  the  times 
prescribed  in  Regulation  5-2,  and  in  the  case 
of  all  other  persons  they  shall  be  made  forth¬ 
with  after  tangible  personal  property  has  been 
received  or  brought  into  the  Province. 

5-11.  (a.)  Every  vendor  shall  keep  books  of 
account,  records,  and  documents  sufficient  to 
furnish  the  Commissioner  with  the  necessary 
particulars  of: — 

(i)  Sales  of  tangible  personal  property: 

(ii)  Tangible  personal  property  purchased 
or  taken  from  stock  by  the  vendor  for 
his  own  consumption  or  use  or  supplied 
to  his  employees  where  such  have  not 
been  included  as  retail  sales: 

(iii)  Non-taxable  sales  of  tangible  personal 
property,  including  sales  for  resale, 
discounts,  refunds,  and  exemptions: 

(iv)  Taxable  sales  of  tangible  personal 
property : 

(v)  Amount  of  tax  collected: 

(vi)  Disposal  of  tax,  including  commission 
taken. 

( b )  All  entries  concerning  the  tax  in  such 
books  of  account,  records,  and  documents  shall 
be  separate  and  distinguishable  from  other 
entries  made  therein. 

5-12.  Where  a  receipt,  bill,  invoice,  or  other 
document  is  issued  by  a  person  selling  tangible 
personal  property  at  a  retail  sale,  the  tax  shall 
be  shown  as  a  separate  item  thereon. 

5-13.  Where,  for  the  purpose  of  accounting 
for  the  tax  collected,  a  receipt  for  the  amount 
of  tax  is  issued  by  the  vendor,  it  shall  be  in 
a  form  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner. 

5-14.  Every  person  shall  preserve  all  books 
of  account,  records,  and  documents  required 
under  the  Act  until  such  time  as  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  may  authorize  their  destruction. 

5-15.  If  a  person  fails  or  refuses  to  keep 
books  of  account,  records,  and  documents  ade¬ 
quate  for  the  purposes  under  the  Act,  the 
Commissioner  may  require  such  person  to  keep 
such  books  of  account,  records,  and  documents 
as  he  may  prescribe. 

5- 16.  Where  tangible  personal  property  is 
sold  on  credit,  either  under  conditional  sale  or 
lease  contracts  or  otherwise,  the  purchaser  or 
user  is  taxable  on  the  whole'  amount  of  the 
contract  price  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
section  3  (5)  of  the  Act;  the  tax  shall  be  im¬ 
posed  and  collected  when  the  contract  is 
entered  into  or  the  purchase  made. 

6.  General. 

6- 1.  (a)  The  Commissioner  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  “  Civil 
Service  Act.” 

(b)  Such  other  officials,  clerks,  etc.,  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  proper  administration  off 
the  Act  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  in  accordance  with  the  pi'ovisions 
of  the  “  Civil  Service  Act.”

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  by  Order  in  Council  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  said  Act  been  pleased  to  order 
that  the  tract  of  land  hereinafter  described 
and  the  owners  thereof  be  incorporated  into 
an  improvement  district  under  the  said  Act 
and  has  made  fui'ther  provision  to  the  tenor 
and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

L  The  tract  of  land  in  New  Westminster 
District  and  New  Westminster  Land  Registra¬ 
tion  District  comprising  the  parts  of  District 
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Lots  275,  406,  and  408  described  as  Lots  3,  4, 
5,  and  8,  Registered  Plan  7900,  and  Lots  1  to 
18,  inclusive,  Registered  Plan  8227,  and  all 
subdivisions  of  the  said  tract  or  any  part 
thereof  and  the  owners  of  land  therein  are 
incorpox-ated  into  an  improvement  district 
under  the  “  Water  Act,  1939,”  and  subject  to 
the  provisions  thereof  and  to  the  conditions 
hei-einafter  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be 
known  as  the  “  Maple  Ridge  Road  Thirteen 
Dyking  District.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  shall  be  the  dyking  and  drainage  of  land 
and  the  construction,  acquisition,  maintenance, 
and  operation  of  works  for  those  purposes  and 
all  things  incidental  thereto. 

4.  There  shall  be  three  Ti'ustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district. 

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first 
election  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens 
who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and 
are  entitled  to  be  registered  as  voters  under 
the  “  Pi’ovincial  Elections  Act  ”  and  are  own¬ 
ers  of  land  in  the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore 
described,  and  the  persons  qualified  to  be  can¬ 
didates  at  the  said  election  shall  be  the  persons 
qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  their  wives 
and  husbands. 

6.  H.  M.  Davenport,  of  Haney,  B.C.,  shall  be 
Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election  of  Trus¬ 
tees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the 
persons  who  are  qualified  as  afoi’esaid  to  vote 
and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  date 
of  the  said  meeting,  post  in  conspicuous  places 
at  the  nearest  post-office  and  at  the  building  in 
which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held  notices  signed 
by  him  giving  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  hold¬ 
ing  the  said  meeting.  The  Returning  Officer 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  said  meeting,  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  provisions  of  clause  5  he  shall  have 
power  to  detei’mine  whether  or  not  any  pei’son 
who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.  He 
shall  have  power  to  determine  the  procedure  to 
be  followed  at  the  said  meeting  and  the  method 
of  taking  the  votes.  Each  qualified  voter  shall 
be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote  for  each  of  three 
candidates.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  de¬ 
clare  the  result  of  the  election  and  shall  advise 
the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  of  the  said 
result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for 
whom  the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at 
the  general  meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause 
6  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1951,  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  second  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1950,  and  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  third  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1949,  but  should  there  be  nominated 
no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Trustee,  or  should  any  two  candidates  receive 
an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall  declare 
which  of  the  candidates  are  elected  and  which 
shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second,  and 
the  third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings 
x-espectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall 
be  held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the 
improvement  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be 
held  between  January  15th  and  April  15th  in 
each  year  for  the  following  purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report 
on  conditions  of  the  property  of  the  im¬ 
provement  district  and  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district: 

( b )  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  property  or  finances  of 
the  improvement  district: 

(c)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year: 


(cl)  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one 
whose  term  of  office  expires  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  such  annual  general 
meeting,  and  to  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trus¬ 
tees  to  fill  any  other  vacancy  or  vacan¬ 
cies  that  has  or  have  occurred  or  is  or 
are  about  to  occur  among  the  Trustees: 

( e )  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Ti’ustees,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a  general 
meeting. 

At  least  seven  days'  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in 
conspicuous  places  at  the  building  in  which  the 
meeting  is  to  be  held  and  at  the  nearest  post- 
office. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Ti'ustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of 
ail  matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting 
every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is 
a  Canadian  citizen  and  is  twenty-one  years  old 
or  older  and  is  an  owner  of  land  in  the  irn- 
provement  district,  or  the  authorized  agent  of 
axxy  board  or  corporation  that  is  an  owner  of 
such  land,  or  the  legal  representative  of  any 
owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  in¬ 
solvent,  or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  regis- 
tei’ed  as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elec¬ 
tions  Act.”  Every  person  qualified  as  afoi’esaid 
to  vote  and  the  wife  or  husband  of  any  such 
person  shall  be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for 
and  to  hold  the  office  of  Trustee.  In  the  event 
of  the  right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  being  challenged,  the  chairman 
shall  have  authority  to  determine  whether  or 
not  such  person  is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the 
chairman  may  require  such  person  to  make 
and  file  with  him  a  statutox-y  declaration  show¬ 
ing  that  the  declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  vote  at  such  general  meeting.  Forthwith 
after  the  holding  of  a  general  meeting  the 
Trustees  .  shall  file  with  the  Comptroller  of 
Water  Rights  a  true  copy  of  the  minutes  of 
such  meeting  and  copies  of  all  auditor’s  reports 
and  financial  statements  presented  or  discussed 
at  the  meeting. 

9.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  mean¬ 
ing  in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act,  1939,” 
shall,  where  used  herein,  be  ascribed  the  mean¬ 
ing  given  thein  in  the  said  section  unless  the 
context  otherwise  requires.

“  HORSE-RACING  REGULATION  ACT.” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that, 
pursuant  to  the  “  Horse-racing  Regulation 
Act,”  being  chapter  120  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,”  as 
amended  by  the  “  Horse-racing  Regulation  Act 
Amendment  Act,  1947,”  the  following  regula¬ 
tions  be  made: — 

(a)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Goodwood  Park, 
Limited,  with  racecourse  at  Colwood  Park, 
Vancouver  Island,  to  hold  a  race-meeting,  at

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that 
the  Regulations  governing  the  Approval,  Sale, 
Installation,  and  Maintenance  of  Oil-burners 
and  Oil-burning  Equipment  and  Appliances 
using  Inflammable  Liquids  as  Fuel,  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Fire  Marshal 
Act”  by  Order  in  Council  No.  1473,  approved 
November  27th,  1934,  and  subsequent  amend¬ 
ments  thereto,  be  rescinded: 

And  that,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sec¬ 
tion  46  of  the  “  Fire  Marshal  Act,”  chapter 
100  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  1936,”  the  following  regulations  governing 
the  approval,  sale,  installation,  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  oil-burners  and  oil-burning  equipment 
and  appliances  using  inflammable  liquids  as 
fuel  be  made: — 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  AP¬ 
PROVAL,  SALE,  INSTALLATION, 
AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  OIL-BURN¬ 
ERS  AND  OIL -BURNING  EQUIP¬ 
MENT  AND  APPLIANCES  USING 
INFLAMMABLE  LIQUIDS  AS  FUEL. 

(Pursuant  to  the  “ Fire  Marshal  Act.”) 

Interpretation. 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires: — 

“  Anti-siphoning  device  ”  means  any  auto¬ 
matic  device  designed  or  used  to  prevent 
the  siphoning  of  oil  fuel  from  a  storage 
or  supply  tank  to  the  burner: 

“  Approved  ”  means  approved  or  of  a  stand¬ 
ard  approved  by  the  Fire  Marshal : 

“  Brooder  oil-burner  ”  means  any  type  of  oil- 
burner  or  oil-burning  equipment  used 
for  brooder  purposes: 

“  Commercial  oil-burner  ”  means  any  type  of 
oil-burner  where  a  competent  attendant 
is  constantly  on  duty  in  the  room  in 
which  the  oil-burner  is  being  operated, 
and  using  oil  fuel  having  a  flash-point 
of  not  less  than  150  degrees  Fahr.: 

“  Constant-level  control-valve  ”  means  an  ap¬ 
proved  control-valve  which  automatically 
maintains  the  oil  fuel  in  a  range  oil- 
burner  at  a  predetermined  level : 

“  Control-valve  ”  means  any  approved  valve, 
either  manual  or  automatic,  which  is 
used  to  regulate  the  flow  of  oil  fuel  to 
an  oil-burner: 

“  Crank-case  oil  ”  means  any  oil  that  has 
been  used  in  the  base  of  an  internal- 
combustion  engine,  or  that  has  been  used 
for  the  purpose  of  washing  or  cleaning, 
or  that  has  been  diluted  with  a  more 
volatile  oil : 

“  Domestic  oil-burner  ”  means  any  atomizing 
type  of  oil-burner  or  oil-burning  equip¬ 
ment  where  an  attendant  is  not  con¬ 
stantly  on  duty  in  the  room  in  which  the 
oil-burner  or  oil-burning  equipment  is 
being  operated,  and  using  oil  fuel  hav¬ 
ing  a  flash-point  of  not  less  than  11U 
degrees  Fahr.: 

“  Furnace  ”  means  any  apparatus  geneially 
known  as  a  furnace,  used  for  heating 
one  or  more  buildings  or  part  of  a  build¬ 
ing  by  means  of  hot-air,  hot-watei,  oi 
steam  pipes: 

“  Gravity-tank  ”  means  any  tank  so  located 
that  the  oil  fuel  flows  therefrom  by 
gravity  alone  to  the  oil-burner . 

“  Inflammable  liquid  ”  means  any  petroleum 
product  used  as  fuel  oil : 

“Officer”  means  the  Fire  Marshal  or  any 
person  on  the  staff  of  the  Fire  Maishal  s 
office  authorized  by  the  Fire  Marshal  m 


writing  to  exercise  the  powers  vested  in 
an  officer  under  these  regulations,  oi 
any  Local  Assistant  to  the  Fire  Marshal 
constituted  or  appointed  under  section  6 
of  the  “  Fire  Marshal  Act,”  or  any 
officer  appointed  by  a  Municipal  Council 
to  exercise  the  powers  vested  in  an 
officer  under  these  regulations: 

“  Oil-burner”  means  any  appliance,  fixture, 
or  thing  using  inflammable  liquids  hav¬ 
ing  flash-points  of  not  less  than  110 
degrees  Fahr.  for  the  purpose  of  gen¬ 
erating  heat: 

“  Oil-burning  equipment  ”  means  all  equip- 
ment  used  in  connection  with  an  oil- 
burner,  such  as  tanks,  piping,  pumps, 
burners,  electrical  apparatus,  and  other 
accessories  used  in  connection  therewith : 

“  Oil  fuel  ”  means  any  liquid  having  a  flash¬ 
point  of  not  less  than  110  degrees  Fahr.: 

“  Range  ”  includes  any  apparatus  generally 
known  as  a  stove,  range,  or  heater,  used 
for  culinary  purposes  or  for  heating  one 
or  more  rooms  within  which  it  is  situate: 

“  Range  oil-burner  ”  means  a  vaporizing  oil- 
burner  designed  for  use  in  a  range  or 
furnace  having  a  natural  gravity  feed, 
force-draught  feed,  or  vacuum-control 
feed : 

“  Specific  gravity  ”  means  the  ratio  of  the 
weight  of  oil  fuel  to  the  weight  of  the 
same  volume  of  water  and  is  recorded 
as  “  degrees  Baume  ”: 

“  Storage-tank  ”  means  any  tank  in  excess 
of  six  gallons  used  for  the  storage  of 
oil  fuel : 

“  Supply-tank  ”  means  any  tank  not  exceed¬ 
ing  fifty-five  gallons  in  capacity  con¬ 
nected  to  an  oil-burner  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  oil  thereto  by  vacuum 
control  or  gravity  feed : 

“  Tank  ”  means  any  form  of  container  used 
for  storing  or  supplying  oil  fuel  to  an 
oil-burner,  and  includes  both  above¬ 
ground  and  underground  tanks: 

“  Vacuum-control  feed  ”  means  a  gravity 
feed  system  in  which  the  flow  of  oil  fuel 
is  governed  by  vacuum. 

For  all  purposes  of  these  regulations  the 
flash-point  of  an  inflammable  liquid  shall  be 
determinable  by  the  Elliott,  Abel,  Abel-Pensky, 
or  the  Tag  closed-cup  tester,  the  Tag  closed- 
cup  tester  to  be  conclusive  in  case  of  dispute; 
and  all  tests  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with 
the  methods  adopted  by  some  recognized  society 
for  testing  materials  and  approved  by  the  Fire 
Marshal. 

Sale,  Installation,  and  Use  of  Oil-burners 
and  Oil-burning  Equipment. 

2.  No  person  shall  sell,  offer  for  sale,  or  in¬ 
stall  any  oil-burner  or  oil-burning  equipment 
unless  the  same  has  been  approved  by  the  Fire 
Marshal.  No  person  shall  operate  or  use  any 
oil-burner  or  oil-burning  equipment  installed 
after  the  first  day  of  August,  1933,  unless  the 
same  has  been  installed  in  compliance  with 
these  regulations.  This  regulation  shall  not 
apply  to  brooder  oil-burners. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person,  befoi’e 
offering  for  sale  or  selling  an  oil-burner  or  oil¬ 
burning  equipment,  to  file  with  the  Fire  Mar¬ 
shal  a  statement  showing  the  name  of  the 
manufacturer  and  the  trade-name  thereof,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  certificate  of  approval  if  any 
has  been  obtained  from  an  authority  acceptable 
to  the  Fire  Marshal,  and  any  other  informa¬ 
tion  the  Fire  Marshal  may  require. 

4.  The  Fire  Marshal  may  at  his  discretion 
require  that  any  oil-burner  or  oil-burning 
equipment  be  submitted  to  the  laboratories  of 
the  Canadian  Standards  Association  for  test 
and  approval  before  his  approval  is  given. 
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In  the  case  of  any  dispute  as  to  the  safety  of 
any  oil-burner  or  oil-burning  equipment  the 
decision  of  said  laboratories  will  be  final. 

5.  No  oil-burner  or  oil-burning  equipment 
shall  be  installed  without  first  obtaining  a  per¬ 
mit  in  writing  from  an  officer.  Every  applica¬ 
tion  for  such  permit  shall  be  in  writing  and 
shall  show  the  trade-name  of  the  oil-burner  or 
oil-burning  equipment  and  the  name  and  quali¬ 
fication  of  the  person  installing  it.  Such  quali¬ 
fication  must  be  satisfactory  to  the  officer.  No 
permit  shall  be  necessary  in  the  case  of  port¬ 
able  oil-burning  equipment  which  does  not 
require  to  be  connected  to  a  chimney.  This  regu¬ 
lation  shall  not  apply  to  brooder  oil-burners. 

6.  (a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person 
supplying  oil  fuel  for  use  in  any  oil-burner  or 
oil-burning  equipment  to  ascertain  the  correct 
grade  of  oil  fuel  for  which  the  oil-burner  or 
oil-burning  equipment  has  been  approved,  and 
no  person  shall  supply  for  use  in  any  oil-burner 
or  oil-burning  equipment  oil  fuel  of  a  grade 
other  than  that  for  which  it  has  been  approved. 
No  person  shall  supply  for  use  or  use  any 
crank-case  oil  as  oil  fuel  in  any  oil-burner. 

( b )  No  person  in  charge  of  oil-burners  or 
oil-burning  equipment  shall  permit: — 

(1)  Any  accumulation  of  oil  by  leakage  or 
other  cause  in  any  furnace-pit,  fire-box, 
or  on  basement  or  boiler-room  floor. 

(2)  The  nozzle  of  the  oil-burner  to  become 
covered  with  carbon  or  dirt. 

(3)  The  fire-box  to  have  an  excessive  deposit 
of  carbon,  or  allow  any  carbon  or  refuse 
to  form  within  two-thirds  of  the  distance 
between  the  nozzle  and  any  part  of  the 
fire-box.  Any  deposit  so  forming  shall 
be  immediately  removed  and  the  cause 
remedied. 

(4)  Any  piping  or  glands  in  connection  with 
an  oil-burner  or  oil-burning  equipment 
to  become  loose  or  leaky. 

(5)  Any  oil-burner  to  get  into  a  state  of  dis¬ 
repair. 

(6)  The  use  of  any  oil-burning  equipment 
that  is  unsafe  or  is  in  immediate  danger 
of  becoming  unsafe. 

(7)  The  use  of  any  oil-burner  or  oil-burning 
equipment  unless  there  is  ample  intake 
of  air  to  allow  for  the  correct  combus¬ 
tion  of  the  fuel. 

(c)  Where  strict  compliance  with  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  these  regulations  with  respect 
to  the  manner  of  installation  or  operation  is 
not  pi-acticable,  the  officer  may,  with  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Fire  Marshal,  allow  such  deviation 
as  may  be  necessary,  provided  that  a  measure 
of  safetv  equivalent  to  that  contained  in  these 
regulations  is  assured. 

Installation  of  Tanks,  Piping,  etc.,  for 
Commercial  Oil-burners. 

7.  All  tanks  used  in  connection  with  oil- 
burners  shall  be  buried  underground,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  by  Regulation  11  (a), 
(b) ,  and  (c),  and  shall  be  so  buried  that  the 
top  of  the  tank  is  not  less  than  three  feet 
below  the  surface  of  the  ground.  All  tanks 
which  are  designed  for  or  are  used  as  under¬ 
ground  storage  for  oil  fuel  shall  be  made  of 
galvanized  steel,  open-hearth  steel,  or  wrought 
iron,  and  shall  have  the  seams  thereof  riveted 
and  caulked,  braze-welded,  or  electro-welded  in 
such  a  manner  that  the  seam-joint  shall  be 
mechanically  and  hydraulically  tight.  All  such 
tanks  shall  be  made  rust-proof  by  being  dipped 
in  or  painted  with  at  least  one  thick  coat  of 
asphaltum  or  other  rust-resisting  paint. 

8.  Nothing  in  these  regulations  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  prohibit  the  use,  for  the  storage  of 
oil  fuel  having  a  specific  gravity  heavier  than 
thirty-five  degrees  Baume,  of  water-proofed 
reinforced-concrete  tanks,  the  plans  and  speci¬ 
fications  of  which  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Fire  Marshal  for  approval  and  have  been 
approved  by  him. 


9.  The  weight  of  metal  used  in  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  metallic  tanks  shall  be  based  upon  the 
following  table: —

10.  Wherever  practicable,  tanks  shall  be 
located  underground  and  not  less  than  four 
feet  from  any  building.  Where  this  is  imprac¬ 
ticable  the  capacity  of  each  tank  shall  depend 
on  the  location  of  the  tank  with  respect  to  the 
adjacent  building.  If  the  top  of  the  tank  is 
underground  and  below  the  level  of  the  lowest 
floor,  basement,  pit,  or  cellar  of  the  building, 
it  shall  be  located  not  less  than  four  feet  from 


the  building;  and  the  maximum

If  the  top  of  the  tank  is  above  the  lowest 
floor,  basement,  pit,  or  cellar  of  the  building,  it 
shall  be  located  not  less  than  eight  feet  from 
the  building;  and  the  maximum  capacity  shall 
be  based  upon  the  following  table: —

11.  Wherever  practicable,  tanks  shall  be  in¬ 
stalled  as  shown  above.  When  it  is  impracti¬ 
cable  so  to  install  them,  they  may  be  installed 
as  follows : — 

(a)  Under  the  building,  so  buried  that  there 
is  not  less  than  two  feet  of  earth  be¬ 
tween  the  top  of  the  tank  and  the  under¬ 
side  of  the  four-inch  concrete  slab  floor 
of  the  building.  If  there  is  no  concrete 
slab  floor,  a  protecting  slab  of  concrete 
not  less  than  four  inches  thick  shall  ex¬ 
tend  one  foot  beyond  the  tank  on  all 
sides. 

(b)  Outside  or  inside  the  basement  of  the 
building,  enclosed  in  a  concrete  vault 
having  concrete  sides  of  not  less  than 
eight  inches  in  thickness  placed  not  less 
than  twelve  inches  away  from  all  parts 
of  the  tank  to  be  enclosed  and  carried 
not  less  than  one  foot  above  the  tank, 
the  enclosure  to  be  covered  by  a  rein- 
forced-concrete  slab  not  less  than  six 
inches  in  thickness.  All  spaces  around 
the  tank  shall  be  completely  filled  with 
sand  securely  tamped  into  ' place.  The 
capacity  of  the  tank  so  installed  shall  in 
no  case  exceed  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
gallons. 

(r)  On  or  near  the  surface,  providing,  how¬ 
ever,  that  special  permission  from  the 
Fire  Marshal  will  be  required  by  the 
installer  in  such  case. 

12.  No  tank  shall  be  covered  in  or  buried 
before  it  and  all  its  fittings  have  been  inspected 
and  approved  by  an  officer. 
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l.i.  No  tank  shall  be  located  under  any  drive¬ 
way,  unless  protected  by  a  reinforced-concrete 
+v.a  °lher  equivalent  method  of  resisting 
the  downward  pressure  to  which  it  may  from 
time  to  time  be  subjected. 

,  1 1*  Piping  in  connection  with  every  tank 
shall  be  done  m  a  neat,  workmanlike  manner. 
Appioved  fittings  shall  be  used  to  connect  all 
piping  to  the  tank.  Unions  shall  be  of  a  self¬ 
sealing  type  or  of  a  type  using  an  insoluble 
packing.  I  he  use  of  right  and  left  couplings, 
running  thieads,  and  lock-nuts  shall  not  be 
permitted.  All  joints  shall  be  painted  with  a 
heavy  coat  of  rust-resisting  lead  paint  mixed 
with  glycerine  before  putting  them  together 
Measurement  test-pipes  shall  be  located  out¬ 
side  of  buildings,  unless  fitted  with  an  ap¬ 
proved  gas-tight  cover. 

15.  (a)  The  fill-pipe  for  any  tank  shall  not 
extend  higher  above  the  top  of  the  tank  than  is 
necessary  for  filling  purposes.  The  number  of 
turns  or  olfsets  in  any  fill-pipe  shall  not  exceed 
in  value  three  right-angle  bends. 

(5)  The  top  of  the  fill-pipe  shall  be  covered 
with  an  approved  cap,  and  the  location  of  fill- 
pipe  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
officer,  but  in  every  case  shall  be  located  out¬ 
side  the  building. 

(c)  Where  more  than  one  tank  is  used  on 
the  same  installation  there  shall  be  a  separate 
fill-pipe  for  each  tank,  and  there  shall  be  no 
interconnection  which  will  permit  the  flow  of 
oil  fuel  from  one  tank  to  another  unless  a 
drawing  which  shows  the  arrangement  of 
piping  and  valves  has  first  been  approved  by 
the  Fire  Marshal. 

16.  Every  tank  shall  have  a  vent-pipe  having 
an  internal  diameter  of  not  less  than  the  fol¬ 
lowing: —

The  vent-pipe  shall  extend  into  the  tank  not 
more  than  one  inch  and  shall  be  installed  so 
that  there  shall  be  a  general  drain-back  to¬ 
wards  the  tank  and  no  trap  or  sag  throughout 
the  length  thereof.  The  upper  end  of  the  vent- 
pipe  shall  be  not  less  than  ten  feet  above  the 
ground-level  and  shall  be  fitted  with  a  return 
elbow.  The  vent-pipe  shall  not  terminate 
within  three  feet  either  way  from  any  window, 
door,  or  other  opening. 

17.  Where  any  tank  is  so  located  that  the 
top  of  said  tank  is  above  the  level  of  the  oil- 
burner,  an  approved  anti-siphoning  leg  or  de¬ 
vice  shall  be  installed  above  the  level  of  such 
tank.  An  approved  shut-off  valve  shall  be  in¬ 
stalled  at  the  point  where  the  supply-line  enters 
the  premises.  The  difference  in  level  between 
the  top  of  the  tank  and  the  oil-burner  shall  in 
no  case  be  greater  than  ten  feet.  Where  an 
anti-siphoning  leg  is  used,  the  internal  diameter 
of  the  leg  shall  be  not  less  than  four  times  the 
internal  diameter  of  the  supply-pipe,  and  in  no 
case  less  than  two  inches.  The  top  of  the  leg 
shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  eighteen  inches 
nor  more  than  twenty-four  inches  above  the 
top  of  the  tank.  The  leg  shall  extend  in  length 
to  a  point  below  the  oil-burner. 

18.  In  all  cases  where  oil  fuel  is  delivered  to 
oil-burners  by  means  of  pumping  devices  there 
shall  be  a  return  overflow-pipe  which  in  no 
case  shall  be  of  a  less  diameter  than  that  of 
the  supply-line,  and  in  the  case  of  tanks  located 
above  the  level  of  the  oil-burner  the  overflow- 
pipe  shall  not  extend  more  than  one  inch  into 
the  top  of  the  tank;  provided,  however,  that 
in  the  case  of  vacuum-control  oil-burning 
equipment  the  Fire  Marshal  may  in  writing 
waive  the  installation  of  the  overflow-pipe. 

19.  No  measuring-gauge  or  other  device 
which  is  constructed  wholly  or  partly  of  glass 
shall  be  installed  on  the  pressure  side  of  any 
oil-fuel  pump  or  on  the  suction  side  of  any  oil- 
fuel  pump  below  the  elevation  of  the  top  of  the 
tank. 


20.  Between  the  tank  and  the  oil-burner  an 
easily  accessible  strainer  unit  shall  be  installed. 

21.  No  gravity-tank  and  no  oil-burner  to 
which  oil  fuel  is  supplied  by  gravity-flow  shall 
be  installed  in  any  building  any  part  of  which 
is  used  as  an  apartment-house,  hotel,  school, 
hospital,  place  of  refuge  or  detention,  theatre, 
or  other  place  of  public  assembly,  or  in  a  de¬ 
partment  store,  or  in  any  building  built  over 
any  tidal  water  or  any  navigable  stream  or 
lake,  except  by  special  permission  given  in 
writing  by  the  Fire  Marshal  setting  forth  the 
conditions  under  which  the  permit  is  granted. 

22.  All  piping  connecting  any  oil-burner  with 
the  tank  shall  be  adequately  protected  from 
the  direct  heat  of  the  oil-burner. 

23.  All  piping  from  any  tank  shall  be  brought 
out  from  the  top  of  the  tank,  except  the  piping 
for  gravity-feed  oil-burners. 

24.  The  installation  of  the  piping  in  all  oil¬ 
burning  equipment  shall  be  made  so  that  the 
piping  is  protected  from  mechanical  injury 
while  also  being  easily  accessible.  Under¬ 
ground  piping  shall  be  laid  on  firm  ground  in 
a  trench  in  which  there  is  no  other  piping  ex¬ 
cept  piping  used  to  conduct  warm  water  or 
steam  to  heat  the  tank. 

25.  Where  necessary,  heating  of  tanks  shall 
be  done  by  steam  or  hot-water  heaters  which 
shall  be  of  substantial  construction,  having  all 
joints  steam-  or  oil-tight;  or  by  electric  heaters 
approved  for  the  purpose.  When  heaters  are 
used,  tanks  shall  be  provided  with  a  tempera¬ 
ture-indicating  device  to  show  at  all  times  the 
temperature  of  the  oil  in  the  tank.  The  tem¬ 
perature  of  the  oil  shall  in  no  case  exceed  120 
degrees  Fahr. 

26.  All  commercial  oil-burners,  whether  in¬ 
stalled  prior  to  this  regulation  coming  into 
force  or  to  be  installed  hereafter,  shall  be 
equipped  with  approved  automatic  apparatus 
which  shall  shut  down  the  pumping  equipment 
to  stop  the  flow  of  oil  fuel  to  the  burner  in 
case  of  accident. 

Installation  of  Commercial  Oil-burners. 

27.  The  burner  mechanism  shall  be  so  de¬ 
signed  that  the  orifice  cannot  become  enlarged 
and  so  that  the  needle-valve  cannot  be  un¬ 
screwed  and  removed  after  the  oil-burner  is  in 
operation. 

28.  The  burner  mechanism  shall  be  mounted 
securely  in  such  a  manner  that  no  weight  is 
taken  by  the  piping  or  wiring. 

29.  An  inspection  opening  not  less  than  two 
inches  in  diameter  so  located  as  to  give  a  view 
of  the  interior  of  the  combustion-chamber  shall 
be  provided.  Every  inspection  opening  shall 
have  a  cover. 

30.  The  burner  mechanism  shall  be  capable 
of  being  easily  cleaned  and  adjusted. 

31.  A  manually  operated  shut-off  valve  shall 
be  located  on  the  oil-fuel  feed-line  close  to  the 
burner  mechanism. 

32.  No  oil-burner  shall  be  installed  in  con¬ 
nection  with  any  hot-air  furnace,  hot-water  or 
steam  boiler  unless  the  furnace  or  boiler  is 
mounted  on  an  incombustible  base;  or,  if  on  a 
wooden  floor,  unless  the  floor  is  protected  by 
an  incombustible  covering  not  less  than  twelve 
inches  in  thickness,  composed  of  one  layer  not 
less  than  two  inches  in  thickness  of  concrete, 
over  which  shall  be  a  layer  of  six-inch  hollow 
tile  laid  in  cement  mortar  in  such  a  way  that 
the  ducts  of  the  tile  will  form  continuous  air¬ 
spaces  from  end  to  end,  and  a  third  layer  con¬ 
sisting  of  firebrick  laid  in  fireclay.  This  floor¬ 
covering  shall  extend  beyond  the  sides  and 
ends  of  the  furnace  or  boiler  a  distance  of  not 
less  than  eighteen  inches. 

33.  Dampers  which  entirely  close  the  chimney 
uptake  ai-e  prohibited.  Damper  area  shall  be 
carefully  determined  in  each  case,  but  shall 
not  be  greater  than  eighty  per  centum  of  the 
internal  cross-sectional  area  of  the  uptake. 
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34.  The  chimney  into  which  the  smoke-pipe 
from  any  commercial  oil-burner  feeds  shall  be 
of  sufficient  cross-sectional  area  and  height  to 
give  adequate  draught  to  ensure  the  proper 
operation  of  the  oil-burner.  This  chimney  in 
the  case  of  industrial  plants  may  be  of  sheet 
metal  of  sufficient  weight  and  thickness  to  form 
a  rigid  stack.  Under  all  other  conditions  the 
chimney  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Regulations  governing  the  Construction, 
Installation,  and  Maintenance  of  Chimneys, 
etc.,  made  pursuant  to  the  “  Fire  Marshal 
Act.” 

35.  The  heating  plant  in  connection  with 
oil-burners,  if  installed  on  or  before  November 
27th,  1934,  in  any  hotel  or  public  building  as 
defined  by  the  “  Fire  Marshal  Act,”  shall  be 
enclosed  or  suitably  protected  to  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  an  officer  to  prevent  the  spread  of  fire, 
and  if  installed  after  that  date  shall  be  enclosed 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations  for  furnace 
chambers  made  pursuant  to  the  “  Fire  Marshal 
Act.” 

Installation  of  Tanks,  Piping,  etc., 
for  Domestic  Oil-burners. 

36.  The  provisions  hereinbefore  laid  down  in 
Regulations  7  to  26,  inclusive,  for  commercial 
oil-burners  shall  apply  as  well  to  domestic  oil- 
burners,  except  in  the  case  of  gravity-feed 
domestic  installations,  in  which  case  the  follow¬ 
ing  provisions  shall  apply: — 

(a)  No  gravity-tank  from  which  the  oil  fuel 
is  fed  to  any  domestic  oil-burner  shall 
have  a  capacity  of  more  than  fifty-five 
gallons.  Not  more  than  one  such  tank 
shall  be  connected  to  any  domestic  oil- 
burner. 

(b)  Every  gravity-feed  tank  in  excess  of  six 
gallons  connected  to  a  domestic  oil- 
burner  shall  be  made  and  installed  in 
full  compliance  with  Regulation  41  (c) 
(3).  Every  gravity-feed  tank  having  a 
capacity  of  not  more  than  six  gallons 
shall  be  constructed  of  galvanized  steel, 
open-hearth  steel,  or  wrought  iron  of 
not  less  than  20  gauge  (B.S.G.).  It 
shall  be  rigidly  mounted  on  an  incom¬ 
bustible  stand  and  shall  be  an  integral 
part  of  the  system.  The  supply  opening 
of  such  tank  shall  be  not  less  than  four 
inches  nor  more  than  six  inches  in 
diameter  if  circular,  and  not  less  than 
four  inches  square  nor  more  than  six 
inches  square.  This  supply  opening 
shall  be  covered  by  an  approved  cover 
which  shall  have  a  breather-hole  not 
less  than  one-sixteenth  inch.  Unless 
otherwise  approved,  this  gravity-tank 
shall  be  located  not  less  than  two  feet 
from  the  oil-burner. 

(c)  The  piping  from  a  gravity-tank  to  a 
domestic  oil-burner  shall  have  an  in¬ 
ternal  diameter  not  less  than  one- 
quarter  inch.  The  other  piping  in  con 
nection  with  gravity-tanks  shall  be  as 
hereinbefore  laid  down  for  underground 
tanks. 

( d )  No  gravity-tank  shall  be  located  above 
the  lowest  ceiling  of  any  building,  ex 
cept  by  special  permission  given  in  writ¬ 
ing  by  the  Fire  Marshal  setting  forth 
the  conditions  under  which  the  permit 
is  issued. 

(e)  The  stand  upon  which  a  gravity-tank  of 
more  than  six  gallons  capacity  is  mount¬ 
ed  shall  be  of  rigid  metal  construction, 
and  shall  be  securely  fastened  to  the 
floor,  ceiling,  and  walls  or  floors  and 
ceiling  of  the  building. 

(/)  In  the  case  of  gravity-tanks  of  not  more 
than  six  gallons  the  oil  fuel  shall  be 
conveyed  from  the  pump  on  the  storage 
tank  to  the  gravity-tank  in  an  approved 
closed  can. 


Installation  of  Domestic  Oil-burners. 

37.  Gravity-feed  oil-burning  equipment  shall 
not  be  installed  in  any  building  housing  apart¬ 
ments  or  in  any  hotel,  school,  theatre,  depart¬ 
ment  store,  store,  place  of  amusement,  public 
assembly,  or  detention,  except  by  special  pei- 
mission  given  in  writing  by  the  Fire  Maishal 
setting  forth  the  conditions  under  which  the 
permit  is  issued. 

38.  Every  domestic  oil-burner  shall  be 
equipped  with  all  the  automatic  safety  controls 
with  which  it  was  approved  by  the  testing 
laboratories  to  which  it  was  submitted. 

39.  Domestic  oil-burners,  if  installed  on  or 
before  November  27th,  1934,  shall  be  connected 
to  a  chimney  of  concrete,  brick,  or  masonry 
construction,  but  if  installed  after  that  date 
the  chimney  shall  comply  with  the  regulations 
made  pursuant  to  the  “  Fire  Marshal  Act  ” 
governing  the  construction  of  chimneys. 


Installation  of  Range  Oil-burners. 

40.  The  following  general  provisions  shall 
apply  in  respect  of  the  installation  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  range  oil-burners: — 

(a)  No  range  oil-burner  shall  be  installed  in 
any  hotel  or  public  building  as  defined 
by  the  “  Fire  Marshal  Act,”  or  in  any 
building  over  tidal  or  navigable  water, 
except  under  special  conditions  approved 
in  writing  by  an  officer. 

(b)  Every  range  oil-burner  shall  bear  the 
approval  of  the  Canadian  Standards 
Association,  the  Underwriters  Labora¬ 
tories,  or  other  recognized  authority 
acceptable  to  the  Fire  Marshal,  and  no 
range  oil-burner  shall  be  installed,  oper¬ 
ated,  or  used  unless  the  oil  fuel  used 
therein  is  of  a  specific  gravity  and 
specification  approved  by  the  Canadian 
Standards  Association,  the  Under¬ 
writers  Laboratories,  or  other  recognized 
authority. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  natural-draught  range 
oil-burners,  positive  bottom  ventilation 
and  adequate  air-supply  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  permanently  securing  the  air¬ 
regulating  device  on  the  front  of  the 
range  or  furnace  in  which  the  range 
oil-burner  is  installed  in  an  open  posi¬ 
tion,  and  all  smoke-pipes,  flues,  and  flue- 
passages  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned 
before  the  range  oil-burner  is  installed. 
No  smoke-pipe  damper  which  cuts  off 
more  than  eighty  per  centum  of  the 
smoke-pipe  area  shall  be  installed  or 
maintained. 

( d )  All  cracks,  chinks,  and  other  openings 
in  the  combustion-chamber  of  the  range 
or  furnace  shall  be  sealed  with  fireclay 
in  such  a  manner  that  there  is  no  open¬ 
ing  connecting  therewith,  except  those 
leading  to  the  ventilation  air-supply,  the 
smoke-pipe,  and  the  oil-fuel  feed-line. 

( e )  The  clear  distance  between  the  smoke- 
pipe  and  any  woodwork  or  other  com¬ 
bustible  construction  shall  in  no  case  be 
less  than  nine  inches,  and  the  range  or 
furnace  shall  be  so  set  that  no  woodwork 
or  other  combustible  construction  will  be 
exposed  to  temperatures  sufficiently 
great  to  cause  damage  thereto. 

(/)  All  electrical  devices  used  for  preheating 
or  igniting  range  oil-burners  shall  be 
installed  in  full  compliance  with  the 
Canadian  Electrical  Code  as  adopted  in 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  with 
variations,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Electrical  Energy  Inspection  Act.” 
No  gasoline  or  other  highly  volatile 
inflammable  liquid  shall  be  used  for 
priming  a  range  oil-burner,  and  only 
the  device  supplied  by  the  manufacturer 
of  the  range  oil-burner  shall  be  used  for 
igniting  it. 
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(g)  A  card  with  complete  instructions  for 
the  operation  of  the  range  oil-burner 
printed  thereon  in  legible  type  shall  be 
posted  up  in  a  conspicuous  place  near 
each  range  oil-burner. 

(h)  Every  range  oil-burner  of  a  gravity- 
teed  type  shall  be  connected  to  a  chimney 

ai  £1  a  construction  approved  by  an  officer. 

41.  The  following  special  provisions  shall 
apply  in  respect  of  the  installation  of  range 
oil-burners  for  use  in  ranges: _ 


(a)  (1)  In  case  of  vacuum-control  feed,  the 
supply-tank  shall  not  exceed  three  gal- 
Ions  in  capacity,  and  shall  be  equipped 
with  a  positive  indicating  device  which 
cle.arly  a^  a9  times  the  amount  of 
°u  tank-  The  supply-tank 

shall  be  so  mounted  as  to  present  a  rigid 
structure  capable  of  withstanding  ex¬ 
ternal  shocks  and  ordinary  service  abuse 
After  the  first  day  of  August,  1934,  no 
vacuum-control  feed  supply-tank  shall 
be  installed  or  used  unless  it  is  con¬ 
structed  of  metal  of  not  less  than  24- 
gauge  (B.S.G.).  Except  in  the  case  of 
approved  circulating  heaters  having  a 
fuel-container  attached  to  the  side  of 
the  heater,  the  supply-tank  shall  be 
located  not  less  than  two  feet  from  the 
range,  provided,  however,  that  under 
special  conditions  an  officer  may  permit 
it  to  be  nearer  the  range  if  an  approved 
non-combustible  shield  is  installed  be¬ 
tween  the  range  and  supply-tank. 

(2)  Every  gravity-feed  supply-tank 
having  a  capacity  of  not  more  than  six 
gallons  shall  be  constructed  of  terne 
plate  metal  of  not  less  than  24  gauge  or 
ordinary  sheet  iron  of  not  less  than  20 
gauge  (B.S.G.),  and  shall  be  rigidly 
mounted  on  an  incombustible  stand  and 
shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  system. 
The  supply  opening  to  such  tank  shall 
be  not  less  than  four  inches  nor  more 
than  six  inches  in  diameter  and  shall  be 
covered  by  an  approved  tight-fitting 
cover  in  which  there  is  a  breather-hole 
of  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch  in  diameter. 
This  cover  shall  be  secured  to  the  tank. 
Unless  otherwise  approved,  this  gravity- 
tank  shall  be  located  not  less  than  two 
feet  from  the  burner. 

(3)  Every  gravity-feed  supply-tank 
having  a  capacity  of  more  than  six-gal¬ 
lons  shall  be  made  of  galvanized  or 
wrought  iron  of  not  less  than  16  gauge 
(B.S.G.),  and  shall  have  all  seams  riv¬ 
eted  and  caulked,  braze-welded,  or  elec¬ 
trically  welded  so  as  to  be  mechanically 
and  hydi'aulically  tight.  This  tank  shall 
be  equipped  with  an  outside  vent-pipe  of 
not  less  than  three-quarters  of  an  inch 
internal  diameter  which  shall  rise  to  a 
height  of  not  less  than  ten  feet  above 
the  ground-level  and  shall  be  equipped 
with  a  return  bend.  This  vent  shall  not 
come  closer  than  three  feet  to  any  door, 
window,  or  other  opening  to  the  building. 
The  opening  for  filling  shall  be  on  the 
upper-side  of  the  tank  and  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  screw  plug  or  cap  which, 
except  when  the  tank  is  being  filled, 
shall  be  kept  tightly  screwed  in  place. 
The  internal  diameter  of  this  fill  open¬ 


ing  shall  be  not  less  than  two  inches. 

(4)  When  oil  fuel  is  filled  into  a  sup¬ 
ply-tank  from  an  oil-tank  wagon,  it  shall 
be  done  by  an  approved  hose  equipped 
with  an  approved  automatic  shut-off 
nozzle  so  adjusted  that  when  the  opera¬ 
tor’s  hand  is  removed  the  flow  of  oil  fuel 
will  be  cut  off,  or  by  means  of  an  ap¬ 
proved  can.  When  oil  fuel  is  delivered 
in  drums,  the  liquids  shall  be  pumped 
from  the  drum  to  the  supply-tank  by  an 
approved  pump.  No  oil  fuel  shall  be 
delivered  from  the  drum  to  the  supply- 
tank  by  means  of  open  can  or  bucket. 


( b )  The  oil-fuel  feed-line  shall  enter  the 
range  through  a  hole  drilled  in  the 
casing,  and  shall  be  of  copper  or  brass 
tubing  of  not  less  than  five-sixteenths  of 
an  inch  outside  diameter  and  having  a 
wall  thickness  of  not  less  than  forty-nine 
one-thousandths  of  an  inch,  or  of  stand¬ 
ard  full-weight  galvanized  iron,  steel,  or 
brass  pipe  of  not  less  than  one-quarter 
of  an  inch  or  more  than  one-half  of  an 
inch  inside  diameter.  The  tubing  or 
piping  shall  be  installed  in  a  rigid  man¬ 
ner  sufficient  to  withstand  external 
shocks  and  ordinary  service  abuse.  In 
case  of  vacuum-control  feed,  there  shall 
be  a  control-valve  located  at  a  level  not 
less  than  one  inch  below  the  level  of  the 
burner  base  and  not  less  than  one  inch 
below  the  level  of  the  supply-tank;  and 
in  all  other  cases  there  shall  be  a  con¬ 
stant-level  control-valve  of  an  appi-oved 
type  installed  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
maintain  the  required  level  of  the  oil 
fuel  in  the  burner  base.  In  all  cases  the 
control-valve  shall  be  rigidly  supported 
in  a  manner  that  will  not  cause  strain 
to  be  put  on  the  oil-fuel  feed-line. 

( c )  (1)  In  the  case  of  shell-  or  wick-type 
range  oil-burners  the  oil-burner  base 
shall  be  made  and  rigidly  set  at  the 
proper  level  by  reinforcing  the  bottom 
of  the  range  by  a  piece  of  sheet  metal 
not  less  than  eight  inches  wide,  ten 
inches  long,  and  one-eighth  of  an  inch 
thick,  held  in  place  by  the  burner  bolts 
which  shall  be  secured  in  place  by  lock¬ 
nuts. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  vacuum-control 
feed  the  oil-fuel  flow-level  shall  be  so 
made  as  to  permit  the  control-valve  to 
be  kept  fully  open  for  twenty  minutes 
without  overflowing  the  burner  base. 
When  the  proper  level  is  secured  by 
adjusting  the  oil-burner  base  and  the 
supply-tank  stand,  both  of  these  shall 
be  securely  set  and  locked  in  position. 

(3)  In  the  case  of  gravity-feed  oil- 
burners  which  have  not  had  the  con¬ 
stant-level  valves  set  at  the  factory,  the 
levelling  shall  be  done  as  above. 

( d )  (1)  All  inside  storage-tanks  shall  be 
located  on  the  lowest  floor  of  the  build¬ 
ing.  Storage-tanks  shall  be  limited  in 
capacity  to  fifty-five  gallons,  and  not 
more  than  one  such  tank  shall  be  located 
in  any  occupied  building.  Storage-tanks 
located  in  buildings  shall  be  equipped 
with  a  vent-pipe  as  hereinbefore  set  out. 

(2)  Full  drums  located  outside  of 
buildings  shall  have  bung-holes  securely 
fastened  shut.  All  empty  or  partially 
filled  storage-tanks,  wherever  located, 
shall  be  vented. 

(e)  For  the  purpose  of  transferring  oil  fuel 
from  any  storage-tank  to  any  supply- 
tank,  an  approved  pump  which  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  component  part  of  the 
oil-burning  equipment  shall  be  used.  If 
the  supply-tank  is  so  mounted  as  to  be 
immovable,  the  oil  fuel  shall  be  conveyed 
in  an  approved  closed  metal  can.  No 
faucet,  spigot,  or  other  gravity-flow  de¬ 
vice  and  no  siphon  shall  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  drawing  oil  fuel  from  the 
storage-tank. 

(/)  (1)  No  supply-tank  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  oil  fuel  to  an  oil-burning 
range  having  a  capacity  in  excess  of  six 
gallons  shall  be  allowed  in  any  multiple- 
residence  building. 

(2)  Supply-tanks  exceeding  six  gal¬ 
lons  but  not  exceeding  fifty-five  gallons 
in  capacity  used  to  supply  oil  to  range 
oil-burners  in  ranges  in  single-residence 
buildings  shall  be  mounted  on  rigid 
metal  stands  on  the  outside  of  the  build¬ 
ing.  These  stands  shall  be  constructed 
from  solid  foundations  on  the  ground  in 
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such  a  manner  that  the  supply-tank 
shall  he  not  less  than  six  inches  from 
the  wall  at  its  nearest  point.  Where 
more  than  one  supply-tank  is  used,  such 
tanks  shall  be  connected  to  the  feed-pipe 
leading  to  the  burner  through  a  man¬ 
ually  operated,  approved  three-way 
valve  in  such  a  manner  that  only  one 
tank  can  discharge  its  contents  at  any 
one  time.  In  all  such  cases  the  aggre¬ 
gate  capacity  shall  not  exceed  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  ten  gallons.  Each  tank  shall 
be  equipped  with  a  vent  and  fill  pipe  as 
hereinbefore  set  out.  It  also  shall  be 
equipped  with  an  approved  shut-off 
valve  where  the  oil-feed  line  leaves  the 
tank.  The  oil  fuel  shall  be  fed  to  the 
oil-burner  only  through  an  approved 
constant-level  valve.  The  difference  in 
height  between  the  supply-tank  and  the 
constant-level  valve  shall  not  exceed  ten 
feet. 

(g)  Approved  automatic  electric  pumps  may 
be  used  in  connection  with  range  oil- 
burners  to  supply  them  with  oil  fuel 
from  storage-tanks  located  either  in  the 
basement  or  buried  underground.  Under¬ 
ground  tanks  shall  be  installed  in  full 
compliance  with  Regulations  7  to  26  of 
these  regulations. 

42.  The  following  special  provisions  shall 
apply  in  respect  of  the  installation  of  range 
oil-burners  for  use  in  furnaces : — 

(a)  Not  more  than  one  range  oil-burner  of 
any  type  shall  be  installed  in  any 
furnace. 

( b )  In  case  of  vacuum-control  feed,  the 
supply-tanks  connected  to  the  range  oil- 
burners  in  any  furnace  shall  not  exceed 
two  in  number,  nor  shall  a  supply-tank 
exceed  three  gallons  in  capacity.  In  all 
other  cases  the  supply-tank  shall  not 
exceed  fifty-five  gallons  in  capacity  and 
not  more  than  one  such  tank  in  excess 
of  six  gallons  shall  be  allowed  in  any 
building. 

(c)  (1)  No  supply-tank  having  a  capacity 
of  more  than  six  gallons  used  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  a  range  oil-burner  installed  in 
a  furnace  shall  be  located  above  the 
lowest  floor  of  any  building.  This  sup- 
ply-tank  shall  be  made  and  equipped  in 
full  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  Regulation  41  (a)  (3).  It  shall  be 
mounted  on  a  rigid  metal  stand,  and  the 
difference  between  the  height  of  the 
supply-tank  and  the  constant-level  valve 
shall  not  exceed  ten  feet. 

(2)  No  supply-tank  having  a  capacity 
of  more  than  six  gallons  used  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  a  range  oil-burner  installed  in 
a  furnace  in  a  multiple-residence  build¬ 
ing  shall  be  located  in  the  building.  It 
shall  be  installed  outside  the  building  in 
full  compliance  with  the  regulations 
governing  storage-tanks  for  said  build¬ 
ings  hereinbefore  laid  down.  The  dif¬ 
ference  in  height  between  the  tank  and 
the  constant-level  valve  shall  not  exceed 
ten  feet. 

(d)  The  following  safety  combustion  con¬ 
trols  shall  be  installed  in  connection  with 
any  range  oil-burner  installed  in  any 
furnace:  An  approved  constant-level 
valve,  a  heat-limiting  device  on  the  air 
or  water  of  the  furnace,  and  in  the  case 
of  electric  spark  or  city  gas  pilot  igni¬ 
tion  a  stack  lockout  switch  shall  also  be 
installed.  All  these  shall  be  mounted 
neatly  and  in  a  workmanlike  manner. 

( e )  The  oil-fuel  feed-line  from  the  supply- 
tank  to  the  constant-level  control-valve 
shall  be  of  standard  full-weight  galvan¬ 
ized  iron  or  brass  pipe  of  not  less  than 
one-quarter  of  an  inch  or  more  than 
one-half  of  an  inch  inside  diameter,  and 
shall  have  a  positive  shut-off  valve  at 
the  supply-tank  and  an  approved  strain¬ 


er  at  or  near  the  constant-level  control- 
valve.  The  oil-fuel  feed-line  from  the 
constant-level  control  valve  to  the  oil- 
burner  may  be  either  of  standard  full- 
weight  galvanized  iron  or  brass  pipe  of 
not  less  than  one-quarter  and  not  more 
than  one-half  of  an  inch  inside  diameter, 
or  of  brass  or  copper  tubing  of  not  less 
than  five-sixteenths  of  an  inch  outside 
diameter  and  having  a  wall  thickness  of 
not  less  than  forty-nine  one-thousandths 
of  an  inch,  and  shall  enter  the  furnace 
through  a  hole  drilled  in  the  casing. 

(/)  Range  oil-burners  installed  in  furnaces 
commonly  known  as  floor  furnaces  shall 
be  installed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  allow 
an  entrance  from  the  outside  of  the 
building  to  the  furnace  compartment, 
not  less  than  twenty-eight  inches  in 
width  and  sixty  inches  in  height.  Plans 
for  the  installation  of  floor  furnaces 
may  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  the 
Fire  Marshal. 

Installation  of  Ranges  using  Gasoline. 

43.  (a)  This  regulation  shall  not  apply  in 
respect  of  gasoline  had  or  kept  in  the  supply- 
tank  of  a  motor-boat  or  motor-vehicle  for  use 
therein. 

( b )  No  person  shall  install,  operate,  or  use 
any  range  as  defined  in  Regulation  1  in  which 
is  used  for  the  purpose  of  generating  heat  any 
inflammable  liquid  having  a  flash-point  of  less 
than  110  degrees  Fahr.  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  gasoline)  without  first  obtaining  a  permit 
therefor  under  this  regulation. 

(e)  A  permit  for  the  purposes  of  this  regu¬ 
lation  may  be  obtained  on  application  in  a 
municipality  from  a  Local  Assistant  to  the 
Fire  Marshal  or  from  an  officer  duly  appointed 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  these  regulations, 
by  the  Municipal  Council  or  the  Board  of  Com¬ 
missioners,  or  in  unorganized  territory  from 
the  Local  Assistant  to  the  Fire  Marshal  for 
the  fire  district  in  which  the  range  is  proposed 
to  be  installed,  operated,  or  used;  provided 
that,  where  there  is  no  such  officer  or  in  the 
absence  of  such  officer,  application  may  be 
made  to  the  Fire  Marshal,  who  may  issue  a 
permit. 

(cl)  The  person  to  whom  application  is  made 
shall  not  issue  a  permit  unless  he  is  satisfied 
that:  — 

(1)  The  range  is  of  an  approved  type: 

(2)  The  location  in  which  it  is  proposed  to 
be  installed,  operated,  or  used  is  suitable 
and  free  from  hazard: 

(3)  There  are  adequate  facilities  for  the 
storage  of  gasoline  outside  and  at  a 
reasonable  distance  from  the  premises 
in  which  it  is  proposed  to  install,  operate, 
or  use  the  range : 

(4)  The  equipment  includes  a  portable  gaso¬ 
line-container  of  an  approved  metal 
safety  type. 

(e)  No  person  to  whom  a  permit  is  granted 
under  these  regulations  shall: — 

(1)  Keep  or  have  in  his  possession  or  under 
his  control  any  gasoline  exceeding  five 
imperial  gallons  in  quantity  unless  he  is 
the  holder  of  a  permit  by  which  he  is 
authorized  to  keep  or  have  in  his  pos¬ 
session  or  under  his  control  a  quantity 
of  gasoline  in  excess  of  five  imperial 
gallons : 

(2)  Store  any  gasoline  in  the  premises  in 
which  the  range  is  installed,  operated, 
or  used,  or  in  any  place  other  than  the 
place  approved  by  the  person  by  whom 
the  permit  is  issued: 

(3)  Transfer  or  transport  any  gasoline  for 
use  in  the  range  except  in  a  container 
of  an  approved  metal  safety  type. 

( /)  The  Fire  Marshal  may  cancel  any  per¬ 
mit  issued  under  this  regulation  if  he  is  satis¬ 
fied  that  the  person  to  whom  a  permit  has  been 
issued  has  failed  to  observe  and  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  regulation. 
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Brooder  Oil-burners. 

44.  The  following  special  provisions  shall 
apply  in  respect  of  oil-burners  and  oil-burning 
equipment  used  exclusively  for  brooder  pur¬ 
poses: —  H 

(a)  No  brooder  oil-burner  shall  be  located 
within  three  feet  of  any  wall,  partition 
or  ceiling  of  other  than  incombustible 
construction.  Every  burner  shall  be 
securely  fastened  to  the  floor  and  suffici¬ 
ently  elevated  to  ensure  that  no  part  of 
the  said  floor  will  be  subject  to  a  tem¬ 
perature  exceeding  120  degrees  Fahr. 
The  floor  shall  be  protected  by  fire- 
resistive  material  extending  not  less 
than  eighteen  inches  in  any  direction 
from  the  burner. 

(b)  The  supply-tank,  which  shall  be  an  in- 
tegral  part  of  the  brooder  oil-burner, 
may  be  located  either  inside  or  outside 
the  building;  provided,  however,  where 
inside  location  is  desirable  the  tank  shall 
be  fastened  securely  to  the  wall,  parti¬ 
tion,  or  floor.  No  supply-tank  shall  be 
located  within  two  feet  of  any  oil-burner 
unless  protected  by  an  approved  incom¬ 
bustible  shield  which  shall  be  placed  be¬ 


tween  the  supply-tank  and  the  oil-burner. 
There  shall  be  a  shut-oft*  valve  provided 
at  a  point  near  where  the  supply-line 
leaves  the  tank,  and  the  tank  protected 
by  a  fitted  cover  adequately  vented. 

(c)  An  automatic  control-valve,  for  which 
the  brooder  is  designed,  shall  be  located 
in  the  supply-line. 

(d)  Every  brooder  oil-burner  shall  be  fitted 
with  an  overflow-pipe  which  shall  termi¬ 
nate  beyond  the  outside  wall  of  the 
building  containing  the  oil-burner  or  oil¬ 
burning  equipment. 

(e)  Oil  fuel  for  use  in  brooder  burners  shall 
be  stored  in  conformity  with  Regulation 
41  ( d )  (2). 

(./)  Oil  fuel  shall  be  transferred  from  the 
storage-tank  to  the  supply-tank  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  Regulation  41  (e).
